IP — West German 
and Russian leaders engaged in a 
name-calling brawl today touched 
off by Chancellor Konrad Adenau­ 
e r’s charge that Soviet soldiers 
committed 
atrocities in Germany 
at the end of World War II. 
Leaders of the two delegations 
took off their diplomatic kid gloves 
in the second day of the historic 
West 
German-Soviet 
conference 
here. 
The grim-faced 
Adenauer 
told 
the Russian leaders to their faces 
that Soviet troops committed atroc­ 
ities in Germany. 
Soviet 
Communist Party chief 
Nikita 
S. 
Khrushchev 
snapped 
back that this was an “offensive 
rem ark.” 
The Soviets turned down flatly 
Adenauer's demands for release of 
German war prisoners. 
They told the chancellor that if 
he attempted to negotiate ‘from a 
position of strength” in Moscow, 
“there is no point in further nego­ 
tiations.” 
Soviet Prem ier Marshall Nikolai 
Bulganin told Adenauer flatly there 
were no "so-called German prison­ 
ers of 
w ar.” 
Instead, 
he 
said. 
there 
are 9.626 “ war 
crim inals” 
whose conviction by Soviet courts 
was “ really an act of hum anity.”

Bulganin said that “ all German

Bulganin began

by turning down Adenauer’s de­ 
mand for release of German w ar 
prisoners.
